Ladania, District Madhubani, Bihar a contesting candidate at the bye-election to the Bihar Legislative Assembly held in 
May, 2003 from 77-Babubrahi Assembly Constituency in Bihar has failed to lodge any account of his election expenses as 
required by the Representation of the People Act, 1951, and the rules and Orders made thereunder; 

And whereas, the said candidate has not furnished any reason or explanation for the said failure'even after due 
notice and the Election Commission is satisfied that he has no good reason or justification for the said failure; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of Section 10A of the said Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the said 
Shri Laxman Ram to be disqualified for being chosen as, and for being, a member of either House of the Parliament or of the 
Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State/Union Territory for a period of three years from the date of this 

order.

O.N, 15,_Whereas, Shri Madhu Sudan Dey a contesting candidate at the General Election to the West Bengal 

Legislative Assembly, 2001 held from 281-Mangalkot Assembly Constituency has failed to lodge any account of his 
election expenses as required by the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and the Rules made thereunder. 

And whereas, Shri Madhu Sudan Dey in response to Commission’s showcause notice has stated vide his 
representation dated 24th September, 2001 that the Account of his election expenses was submitted to Block Relief 
Officer, Mangalkot by his election agent; 
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And, whereas, the District Election Officer, Burdwan vide his supplementary repoit/letter on the account of . 
election expenses on 6th January, 2004 has reported that an inquiry was conducted and it was confirmed by Block 
Development Officer, Mangalkot that no such account was submitted either by Sri Madhu Sudan Dey or by his election 
agent to their office; 

And, Whereas, the Election Commission of India is satisfied that the said candidate has no good reason or 
justification for the said failure. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of Section 10A of the said Act, the Election Commission hereby declares Shri 
Madhu Sudan Dey to be disqualified for being chosen as and for being a member of either House of the Parliament or the 
Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State/Union Territory for a period of three years from the date of this 
Order.
